of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1952. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Arnold,  1952. 

Arnold  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  pleasure  of  presenting  to  you  my  Sixth  Annual  Report 
dealing  with  the  state  of  the  health  of  the  Arnold  Urban  District  and 
of  the  Health  Services  provided  within  the  area.  The  year  under 
review — 1952 — has  again  been  very  satisfactory  and  the  health  of  the 
District  has  given  no  cause  for  alarm. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  show  a very  satisfactory  improve- 
ment compared  with  those  for  the  previous  year  and  I am  of  the 
opinion  that  they  are  better  than  those  for  the  country  as  a whole. 

Infectious  diseases  compare  satisfactorily  with  those  of  the 
previous  year  and  they  have  given  no  cause  for  any  undue  worry. 
The  commoner  infectious  diseases,  such  as  measles  and  whooping 
cough  were  prevalent,  but  the  more  serious  ones  were  absent  except  in 
one  or  two  cases  where  one  can  say  they  were  practically  non-existent. 

I would  like  to  stress  particularly  the  absence  of  diphtheria  in 
the  District.  I hope  the  Council  will  forgive  me  for  referring  to  this 
again  but  I feel  that  the  subject  of  diphtheria  immunisation  should 
always  be  in  the  forefront  and  it  should  be  our  constant  endeavour 
to  maintain  and  improve  upon  the  protection  state  of  the  community.  • 
We  are  now  reaping  the  benefit  of  the  efforts  of  the  last  twelve  years. 

In  the  body  of  the  report  wiil  be  found  the  details  of  the  number 
of  children  protected  in  the  District  but  it  is  not  now  possible  to  state 
the  proportion  of  children  immunised  as  no  accurate  figures  can  be 
obtained  of  the  child  population  in  the  District. 

The  number  of  children  vaccinated  remains  roughly  the  same 
and  is  generally  good  compared  with  the  country  as  a whole.  This  is 
no  indication  for  complacency  however,  for  the  speed  of  modern  air 
travel  has  made  the  possibility  of  smallpox,  particularly  from  tropical 
areas,  an  ever  present  menace. 

I would  like  to  draw  the  Council’s  attention  to  certain  very 
important  matters  in  the  report  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 
Whilst  the  results  of  diphtheria  immunisation  are  a spectacular 
example  of  the  dividends  paid  by  methods  of  preventive  medicine, 
there  are  many  other  methods  being  used  over  the  years  which  are 
apt  to  be  taken  for  granted  and  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  has 
referred  to  these  and  illustrated  and  proved  his  point  by  reference  to 
the  increasing  expectancy  of  life  and  the  shift  in  the  death  rate. 

The  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  draws  your  attention  to  the  serious 
problem  of  smoke  nuisance.  This  is  a very  serious  matter  and  the 
District  was  very  fortunate  that  the  “smog”  that  descended  upon  the 
Thames  Valley  in  the  winter  of  1952  did  not  appear  in  Arnold.  There 
was  no  abnormal  increase  in  the  death  rate  amongst  the  older  age 
groups  during  the^  latter  part  of  the  year. 
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The  housing  problem  still  remains  as  one  of  our  serious  problems 
and  I would  like  to  stress  once  more  the  need  for  good  and  satisfactory- 
housing  of  the  tuberculous  patient.  The  care  of  the  aged  is  also  one  of 
our  problems  and  fortunately  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  make  use 
of  the  appropriate  section  of  the  National  Assistance  Acts  for  dealing 
with  old  people  in  need  of  care  and  attention.  Unless  some  alternative 
methods  become  available  it  is  felt  that  with  the  increasing  expectancy 
of  life  this  problem  is  going  to  be  a very  serious  one  of  the  future.  The 
Old  Peoples  Welfare  Committee  is  serving  as  a useful  adjunct  in  this 
field. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  has  requested  that  the  views  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  should  be  included  in  the  Annual  Report  in 
respect  of  the  working  of  the  Health  Services  since  the  advent  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  1946.  Whilst  this  request  was  directed 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  Local  Health  Authorities  con- 
cerned it  is  felt  that  the  opinion  of  all  Medical  Officers  should  be  given 
as  a Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  required  to  be  conversant  with  all 
the  Health  of  his  region  of  operation.  Under  these  circumstances  I 
am  expressing  my  views  on  the  position. 

Since  the  Act  came  into  force  certain  functions  passed  out  of  the 
control  of  the  Arnold  Urban  District  Council,  chiefly  the  Ambulance 
and  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services,  and  I am  of  the  opinion 
that  there  has  been  little,  if  any,  increase  in  efficiency  in  these  services 
but  the  cost  must  have  increased  very  considerably.  It  is  my  opinion 
that  some  of  these  matters  are,  purely  and  simply,  domestic  affairs  and 
as  such  would  be  carried  out  better  ‘on  the  spot’  and  at  far  less  cost 
to  the  ratepayer.  It  is  my  opinion  that  failing  the  return  of  some  of 
these  duties  to  the  Local  Authority,  delegation  of  these  functions 
should  take  place  to  the  benefit  of  all  concerned. 

In  the  body  of  the  report  will  be  found  details  of  the  preventive 
health  services  provided  by  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council  as 
the  Local  Health  Authority  for  the  District  and  I should  like  to  express 
my  thanks  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  and  his  Staff  for  their  help 
and  assistance  in  this  matter.  In  referring  to  this  matter  I should  like 
particularly  to  express  my  thanks  to  Dr.  A.  C.  Tibbits,  who  retired 
from  the  post  of  County  Medical  Officer  during  the  year,  for  all  his 
help  to  the  District  and  myself.  Nottinghamshire  owes  a very  great 
debt  to  him  for  all  his  magnificent  work  in  the  preventive  medicine 
field  in  the  County. 

In  conclusion  I desire  to  express  my  very  sincere  thanks  for  all 
the  help  and  assistance  that  I have  received  from  all  members  of  the 
Health  Staff  and  also  from  all  Officers  and  members  of  the  Staff  of  the 
Council.  May  I also  express  my  sincere  appreciation  of  the  continued 
support  and  interest  which  I have  received  from  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Council.

Births. 

The  number  of  births  has  risen  considerably  compared  with  the 
previous  year,  viz.  365  as  against  303  in  1951.  This  results  in  a consid- 
erable rise  in  the  birth  rate  and  this  is  a significant  fact  when  the  rate 
for  the  country  as  a whole  shows  a further  decline  and  a corresponding 
drop  is  noted  in  that  of  the  160  Smaller  Towns.  The  birth  rates  in  1951 
were  Arnold  13.49,  the  country  15.5  and  the  160  Smaller  Towns  16.7 
The  number  of  births  in  1952  for  the  District  exceed  the  deaths  by 
165,  a very  big  increase  for  the  year  for  there  has  been  a considerable 
drop  in  the  number  of  deaths. 
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The  still  birth  rate  compares  very  favourably  with  that  for  the 
country  generally  and  the  number  of  such  cases  remains  the  same 
as  that  for  the  previous  year.  None  of  these  still  births  was  illegitimate. 

The  number  of  illegitimate  births  has  risen  considerably  being  15 
as  compared  with  10  in  1951.  No  deaths  however  have  occurred 
amongst  children  of  this  group  under  the  age  of  1 year  in  1952. 


Deaths. 

The  number  of  deaths  has  fallen  during  the  year  and  this  has 
resulted  in  a fall  in  the  death  rate.  Thus  the  number  of  deaths  in  1951 
• was  233  whilst  in  1952  there  were  200  and  the  corresponding  adjusted 
death  rates  were  11.67  in  1951  and  9.45  in  1952. 

Once  again  I submit  the  following  brief  details  in  respect  of  the 
deaths  of  the  older  age  groups  : —

It  will  be  noticed  that  roughly  50%  of  the  total  deaths  occurred 
in  people  over  the  age  of  70  years.  Of  the  deaths  in  these  age  groups, 
27  occurred  in  hospital.  The  deaths  in  hospital  were  20  in  the  over  70 
group,  5 in  the  over  80  group  and  2 in  the  over  90  age  group. 

The  causes  of  death  are  given  elsewhere  in  the  report  but  once 
again  heart  and  circulatory  diseases  are  the  most  common,  cancer 
appearing  the  next  and  then  respiratory  diseases. 

Infantile  Mortality. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  has  fallen  very  considerably  during 
the  year.  During  1951  it  was  36.30  but  during  1952  ifcfell  to  the  low 
level  of  21.37.  This  figure  has  been  improved  partially  because  there 
has  been  an  increased  number  of  births  in  the  District  and  there  has 
been  a fall  in  the  number  of  deaths  in  children  under  the  age  of  one 
year. 

The  figure  compares  very  favourably  with  that  for  the  country 
as  a whole.  The  causes  of  death  of  the  8 children  are  as  follows  : —

All  the  deaths  took  place  in  hospital  and  it  is  my  opinion  that  it 
is  practically  impossible  to  prevent  these  particular  deaths  with  our 
present  knowledge.  Under  these  circumstances  the  infant  mortality 
figure  gives  cause  for  satisfaction. 

Maternal  Mortality. 

It  is  with  great  satisfaction  that  I can  report  that  there  were  no 
deaths  from  maternal  causes.  Causes  of  death  from  pregnancy  are 
becoming  very  rare  and  when  such  a catastrophy  occurs  it  is  usually 
from  causes  which  cannot  be  prevented.  It  is  a striking  tribute  to 
modern  ante-natal  care  and  therapy.

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Notifiable  Diseases. 

The  health  of  the  District  compares  very  favourably  with  the  rest 
of  the  country  as  a whole  in  respect  of  the  infectious  diseases.  The 
cases  notified  to  the  Department  are  very  similar  in  number  to  those 
of  the  previous  year.

Of  the  remaining  infectious  diseases  there  was  one  case  of  dysentery 
notified  and  it  has  not  been  included  in  the  above  table  as  no  figures 
are  available  for  the  rest  of  the  country.  There  were  no  cases  of  food 
poisoning,  typhoid  fever,  smallpox,  meningitis  or  encephalitis  reported 
during  the  year. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

There  was  one  less  case  notified  in  1952  compared  with  the  previous 
Year.  All  cases  were  sporadic  and  mild  in  character. 

Whooping  Cough. 

A considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  this  disease 
occurred  during  the  year.  In  1951  there  were  87  cases  notified  com- 
pared with  the  119  cases  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Department  in 
1952.  It  is  hoped  that  a satisfactory  immunising  material  will  be 
evolved  in  the  near  future. 

Measles. 

There  was  a fall  in  the  incidence  of  this  condition  in  the  year, 
there  being  344  notifications  compared  with  371  in  1951.  The  cases 
were  almost  completely  confined  to  the  last  quarter  of  the  year.  This 
was  also  the  case  with  whooping  cough. 
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Paratyphoid  Fever. 

One  case  of  Paratyphoid  Fever  B was  notified  during  the  year. 
The  case,  a girl  of  13  years  was  probably  infected  in  London  as  she 
only  produced  symptoms  just  before  she  returned  home  to  Arnold. 
No  further  cases  occurred  in  the  District  and  all  necessary  precautions 
were  taken. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis. 

Two  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  but  one  was  not  confirmed. 
The  other  case  was  only  notified  after  a localised  paralysis  had  occurred. 
The  patient  had  not  sought  medical  attention  until  this  appeared. 
With  treatment  the  patient  has  made  a good  recovery. 

Diphtheria. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  it  can  be  reported  that  no  cases  of  this 
disease  were  notified  in  the  year  under  review. 

Anthrax. 

Two  cases  of  this  condition  were  notified  to  the  Department  by 
the  Police  Authorities.  In  each  case  a cow  died  of  this  disease,  the 
cause  of  death  being  confirmed  by  the  Veterinary  Surgeon  and  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  Laboratory.  Both  cases  occurred  within  a 
short  period  of  time  of  one  another,  being  on  different  farms  but 
within  two  miles  of  one  another.  All  necessary  advice  was  supplied 
to  the  farmers  concerned. 

Tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  new  cases  notified  during  the  year  remains  about 
the  same  as  the  previous  year.  Since  1949  this  figure  has  been  very 
steady.

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The  death  rate  for  this  condition  has  gone  up  slightly  being  0.18 
per  1,000  population  compared  with  the  previous  year  when  it  was 
0.14.  The  figure  for  the  Country  as  a whole  is  0.28  and  for  the  160 
smaller  towns  is  0.22  per  1,000  population. 

There  were  4 deaths  from  this  condition,  3 being  due  to  pulmonary 
tuberculosis,  as  in  1951,  and  there  was  one  death  from  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  cases  on  the  Register  is  increasing  for  although 
the  number  being  added  is  the  same  each  year,  the  cases  removed 
from  the  list,  due  to  death  or  removal  out  of  the  District,  is  decreasing. 
The  cases  added  to  the  register  are  new  notifications,  removals  into 
the  District,  renotifications  of  “recovered”  cases,  etc. 


I would  stress  once  again  that  all  modern  methods  of  treatment, 
both  domiciliary  and  in  sanatoria  will  be  largely  wasted  unless  the 
patient  is  enabled  to  live  a good  hygienic  life  and  one  of  the  main 
standards  in  this,  is  good  and  adequate  housing.

Similar  examinations  to  the  above  are  carried  out  in  respect 
of  Milk,  Ice  Cream  and  Water.  The  Laboratory  is  also  able  to  carry 
out  chemical  analysis  of  food.  Mr.  W.  W.  Taylor,  B.Sc.,  F.R.I.C., 
is  an  official  analyst  for  the  purpose  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938. 

Ambulance  Service. 

One  ambulance  is  stationed  at  the  Arnold  Sub-depot  and  is 
available  for  use  in  the  Arnold  Urban  and  surrounding  districts. 
This  vehicle  is  under  the  direct  control  of  the  Notts.  County  Council 
Ambulance  Control,  Telephone  number  88771. 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  SERVICES. 

These  Services  are  supplied  by  the  Nottinghamshire  County 
Council,  your  Medical  Officer  being  in  charge  of  the  Clinics  held  in 
the  District. 

The  main  clinics  are  held  in  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Centre  situated  in  Arnot  Hill  Park  whilst  a weekly  Child  Welfare 
Clinic  is  held  at  Cavendish  Street  in  the  Social  Welfare  Centre  there 
and  a weekly  clinic  is  held  at  Mapperley.  The  times  of  the  various 
clinics  are  given  later  in  the  report. 

Ante-natal  and  Post-natal  Clinics. 

The  same  service  continued  throughout  1952  as  in  previous  years, 
the  local  General  Practitioners  continued  to  be  employed  as  Medical 
Officers  to  these  clinics,  the  whole  scheme  working  smoothly  and 
satisfactorily.  Cases  for  consultant  opinion  were  referred  to  the 
Nottingham  Hospital  for  Women  or  to  the  Hospital  to  which  the  case 
would  be  admitted.

Blood  Grouping  of  Ante-natal  cases. 

Throughout  the  year  practically  all  cases  attending  the  clinic 
have  had  their  blood  grouped  and  the  scheme  has  worked  smoothly. 
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Care  of  the  Unmarried  Mother. 

Cases  under  this  heading  have  been  dealt  with  during  1952  and 
excellent  co-operation  exists  between  the  Health  Staff,  the  County 
Almoner  Service  and  the  Southwell  Diocesan  Board  of  Moral  Welfare. 

All  cases  are  admitted  to  hospital  in  order  that  all  necessary  steps 
can  be  taken  to  rehabilitate  the  mother. 

The  Child  Welfare  Service. 

This  service  catering  for  the  pre-school  child  has  continued  to 
have  a satisfactory  year  of  work.  All  newly  born  babies  are  visited 
as  soon  as  possible  after  discharge  from  the  Maternity  Hospital  or 
after  the  Midwife  has  ceased  to  attend  and  advice  is  given  by  the 
Health  Visitor.  All  cases  are  encouraged  to  attend  the  child  welfare 
clinics.  At  all  these  clinics  medical  advice  is  available  as  your  Medical 
Officer  attends  in  his  duties  as  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer. 

Children  are  referred  when  necessary  for  consultant  advice  by 
appointment  with  the  Specialists  at  the  Nottingham  Children’s  Hospital 
and  the  Nottingham  and  District  Orthopaedic  Clinic. 

The  scheme  whereby  cases  requiring  Paediatric  advice  could  be 
referred  to  the  Consultant  Paediatrician  seconded  from  the  Sheffield 
Region  Hospital  Board  to  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council  on  a 
part-time  basis  has  continued  satisfactorily.  This  service  has  the 
advantage  that  appointments  can  be  easily  made,  the  County  provides 
satisfactory  office  accommodation  and  Dr.  Blandy  has  hospital  beds 
available  if  such  treatment  is  required. 

Furthermore  the  Consultant  is  available  for  the  supervision  of 
premature  babies.  The  County  has  also  a part-time  Ophthalmic 
Consultant  available  from  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  cases 
can  now  be  referred  to  him.  All  such  cases  are  seen  by  the  Ophthal- 
mologist at  the  clinic  premises  at  Arnot  Hill  Park.

Care  of  Premature  Children. 

There  has  been  no  occasion  to  utilise  the  equipment  held  at  the 
clinic  for  any  child  in  the  District.  The  services  of  the  County 
Paediatrician  are  available  for  any  cases  of  premature  children  in 
Arnold. 

Supply  of  Welfare  Foods  and  Vitamins. 

Welfare  foods  are  on  sale  at  all  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics  and  the 
supply  is  in  great  demand  by  the  public.  Vitamins  are  available  and 
distributed  for  the  Ministry  of  Food.  The  supply  of  vitamins  is  well 
taken  up  by  the  mothers  attending  and  the  Ministry  reports  show  the 
District  well  to  the  fore  in  this  demand. 

Vaccination  Service. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  this  service  during  the  year,  this 
clinic  being  held  after  the  immunisation  clinic  on  the  last  Friday 
afternoon  in  the  month. 

The  following  figures  represent  the  year’s  work  in  this  important 
preventive  service.  These  figures  include  the  cases  dealt  with  by  the 
local  General  Practitioners.

From  these  figures,  it  would  appear  that  a considerably  higher 
percentage  of  infants  are  vaccinated  in  the  District  than  in  the 
country  generally.  This  is  undoubtedly  due  to  the  very  active 
propaganda  carried  out  by  the  Health  Visitors,  General  Practitioners, 
Health  Staff,  etc. 

No  case  of  complication  following  vaccination  has  been  reported 
during  the  year. 
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Diphtheria  Immunisation  Service. 

The  scheme  as  carried  out  in  previous  years  has  remained  in  force 
and  the  clinic  is  held  as  follows  : — 

Arnot  Hill  Park — Last  Friday  in  the  month  . . 2.00  to  4.30  p.m. 

Children  resident  in  the  Mapperley  area  are  dealt  with  at  the 
clinic  held  at  la  Plains  Road.  The  arrangements  in  force  have  proved 
very  satisfactory. 

Children  are  immunised  after  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic  on  the 
First  Friday  in  the  month  and  vaccination  sessions  after  the  Child 
Welfare  Clinic  on  the  second  Friday  in  the  month,  i.e.  after  4 p.m. 
This  has  produced  very  satisfactory  results  and  is  of  great  help  to 
residents  in  the  Mapperley  region  for  Arnold  clients  and  from  the 
adjoining  District  of  Carlton  and  also  the  City  of  Nottingham.

It  has  not  been  possible  to  give  any  figures  as  to  the  proportion 
of  children  immunised  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  figures  for  the 
estimated  child  population  of  the  District  are  no  longer  supplied  to  the 
Department.  However,  the  total  number  of  children  protected 
remains  about  the  same  and  it  is  safe  to  assume  that  the  immunisation 
state  of  the  child  population  is  satisfactory.  This  statement  is  sup- 
ported by  the  fact  that  no  case  of  diphtheria  has  been  notified  since 
1948. 

Whilst  it  is  said  that  the  immunisation  state  is  satisfactory 
there  is  no  room  for  complacency  and  efforts  will  be  maintained  to  keep 
a very  high  proportion  of  the  child  population  protected.  There 
is  always  the  danger  that  with  the  absence  of  cases  of  this  disease, 
a tendency  will  arise  for  an  increase  in  the  number  of  refusals  of  this 
important  protective  measure. 

Active  propaganda  is  continually  being  carried  out  and  there  is 
no  doubt  that  the  present  satisfactory  state  is  due  to  the  efforts  of 
the  past. 

Daily  Guardians. 

A satisfactory  scheme  for  daily  guardians  is  administered  and 
maintained  by  the  Local  Health  Authority. 

Home  Help  Service. 

A Home  Help  Service  is  provided  by  the  Nottinghamshire  County 
Council  as  Local  Health  Authority  and  there  is  a Local  Organiser  for 
the  Carlton  and  Arnold  Urban  Districts.  This  Organiser  is  located 
at  Park  House  Clinic,  Carlton  (T.N.  Carlton  57151).  This  Local 
Organiser  is  available  at  Arnot  Hill  Park  Clinic  on  Thursdays  from 
12  noon  to  2 p.m. 
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Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  Nottinghamshire  County  Council  are  responsible  for  this 
service  and  maintain  the  Arnold,  Woodthorpe  and  Day  brook  District 
Nursing  Association.  There  are  three  District  Nurses  available.

Dental  Services— Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

The  Dental  Service  for  pre-school  children  and  ante-natal  and 
nursing  mothers  is  provided  by  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council 
as  the  Local  Health  Authority  and  during  the  year  additional  staff  has 
become  available  with  an  improvement  in  the  Service. 

This  is  a very  great  advantage  for  the  service  is  free  for  children 
and  ante-natal  cases  and  nursing  mothers  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
the  valuable  preventive  measures  done  in  the  past  will  be  able  to  forge 
ahead  again. 

Appointments  can  be  made  via  the  County  Medical  Officer  and 
although  there  is  no  accommodation  available  in  Arnold  for  opening 
a Dental  Surgery,  neighbouring  clinics  are  readily  accessible  for 
Arnold  cases. 


National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  Section  47. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  this  Section 
of  the  Act  during  the  year  1952.  This  section  deals  with  the  removal 
of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention  who  are  unable  to  look  after 
themselves.

To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  The  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  this,  my  27th  Annual  Report  on 
the  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  your  Urban  District  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December,  1952. 

The  report  summarises  much  of  the  ground  covered  by  monthly 
reports  to  the  Committees  of  the  Council  during  the  year  and  brings 
before  your  notice  tabulated  statements  and  details  under  the  various 
headings  to  be  found  in  the  following  pages. 

Housing. — This  work  continues  to  receive  the  urgent  and  prior 
attention  of  your  Council  and  in  the  provision  of  new  Council  Houses 
for  1952,  149  new  houses  were  completed  as  against  60  in  1951.  A 
good  deal  of  my  time  is  taken  up  with  this  work,  especially  in  inter- 
viewing applicants  on  the  waiting  list,  with  their  many  and  varied 
difficulties.  The  total  waiting  lists  at  the  end  of  December  1952  was 
928,  this  is  the  first  time  the  annual  figure  has  shown  a decrease  since 
post-war  housing  was  resumed  in  1946  when  the  total  waiting  list 
stood  at  328  reaching  a peak  of  964  in  December,  1951. 

The  waiting  period  for  families  in  rooms  or  with  in-laws  was 
4 years  3 months  in  December,  1952;  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report 
the  time  has  been  reduced  to  4 years. 

The  repair  and  maintenance  of  dwelling  houses  in  the  district  is 
receiving  constant  attention  by  the  Department.  Continued  difficulty 
is  experienced  in  this  respect  owing  to  the  high  cost  of  building  prices. 

Slum  Clearance. — The  resumption  of  this  work  still  remains  in 
abeyance  and  is  governed  to  a large  extent  by  the  continued  housing 
shortage  and  high  building  prices.  One  pleasing  factor  regarding  this 
problem  is  the  fact  that  during  the  last  20  years  the  slum  tenant  has 
practically  disappeared  due  mainly  to  the  improved  social  conditions, 
in  spite  of  the  war  years  over  this  period. 

Staff. — Only  one  change  occurred  during  the  year — -Mr.  Gethin 
Thomas  resigned  his  appointment  as  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector 
to  your  Council  in  July  to  take  up  a similar  appointment  with  the 
Carmarthen  R.D.C.  Mr.  Thomas  gave  extremely  good  service  during 
the  3 years  he  was  with  your  Council  especially  in  Food  and  Milk 
supplies. 
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Mr.  Frank  Robinson  was  appointed  to  the  vacancy  and  took  up 
his  duties  on  the  18th  August  1952,  so  that  much  of  the  credit  must 
be  shared  between  these  two  officers  for  the  work  carried  out  by  the 
Department  during  1952. 

I have  to  record  my  indebtedness  to  the  Staff  and  workmen  under 
my  control  for  a year’s  work,  in  spite  of  difficulties,  well  done. 

In  conclusion  I desire  to  express  my  thanks  and  appreciation 
for  the  active  interest  and  support  afforded  me  by  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Council,  Building  and  Sanitary  and  Housing  Com- 
mittees, especially  to  the  Members  of  the  Housing  (letting)  Sub- 
Committee  for  their  patience  and  understanding  and  to  brother 
officials  for  their  ready  co-operation  at  all  times.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply. 

The  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Nottingham  is  the  Water  Authority 
for  this  Urban  District,  and  a constant  and  good  quality  supply  of 
drinking  water  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  district  during 
the  year. 

Two  samples  of  drinking  water  were  submitted  to  the  Public 
Analyst  for  chemical  analysis,  both  samples  were  of  suitable  chemical 
quality  for  human  consumption,  domestic  use  and  dairy  purposes. 
One  sample  was  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for 
bacteriological  examination,  the  result  being  satisfactory. 

Swimming  Baths. — The  Public  Swimming  Bath  has  been  well 
maintained  during  the  year  under  the  able  supervision  of  Mr.  J.  J. 
Baker,  Bath  Superintendent.  No  Complaints  in  any  respect  were 
received  during  the  year  by  the  Health  Department  from  members 
of  the  public. 

Nine  samples  of  water  from  the  swimming  pool  (chlorinated  and 
de-cholrinated)  were  bacteriologically  examined  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Nottingham,  the  results  being  satisfactory. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

A separate  system  of  foul  and  surface  water  sewers  operates 
throughout  the  built  up  area  of  the  Urban  District. 

The  main  foul  sewerage  outfall  discharges  into  the  Nottingham 
Corporation  sewer  at  the  junction  of  Mansfield  Road  and  Valley  Road 
thence  by  Basford  to  the  Corporation  disposal  works  at  Stoke 
Bardolph  .for  which  service  your  Council  paid  £3,661  for  the  year 
ending  31st  March,  1953. 

The  supervision  and  maintenance  of  sewers  within  the  Urban 
District  cost  £863  for  the  year  including  loan  charges  of  £250. 
Maintenance  of  Public  Conveniences  amounted  to  £483. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

There  are  no  rivers  within  the  District.  The  main  watercourse 
known  as  the  Daybrook  receives  the  four  tributory  water  courses 
from  1 Redhill  ; 2 Arnold ; 3 Coppice  Road  and  Brookfield ; 
4,  Gedling  Road,  Arno  Vale  Road,  Mapperley  and  Woodthorpe 
districts.  The  Daybrook  continues  from  Fish  Bridge,  Mansfield  Road 
via  Valley  Road  playing  fields  and  discharges  into  the  River  Leen  at 
Bobbers  Mill  in  the  City  of  Nottingham. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

The  whole  of  the  built  up  area  of  the  Urban  District  may  be 
regarded  as  being  100%  water  carriage  system  with  the  exception  of 
18  Pail  closets  in  outlying  parts  of  the  district  where  public  sewers 
are  not  available. 

Atmospheric  Pollution. 

Smoke  abatement  has  received  constant  attention  by  the 
Department  during  the  year.  There  are  10  large  industrial  establish- 
ments together  with  bake-houses,  garages,  etc.  32  observations  were 
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made  and  informal  action  was  found  necessary  in  3 instances.  It  is 
interesting  to  record  that  the  largest  establishment — The  Home 
Brewery  Co.,  Ltd.,  entirely  re-equipped  their  boiler  house  and  engine 
room  together  with  the  erection  of  a new  brick  chimney  stack  in  lieu 
of  the  steel  stack  which  has  since  been  demolished. 

The  domestic  smoke  problem  will  in  my  opinion  continue  to  be 
the  major  source  of  atmospheric  pollution  owing  to  the  configuration 
of  the  district,  the  main  built  up  area  lying  in  the  bottom  of  the  basin 
formed  by  the  surrounding  hills  on  North,  East  and  South. 

Public  Cleansing. 

No  important  changes  have  taken  place  during  the  year  in 
connection  with  the  service,  and  apart  from  holiday  periods  a weekly 
collection  of  house  refuse  has  been  maintained. 

Studying  a report  of  William  Lee,  Esq.,  C.E.,  Superintendent 
Inspector  to  the  General  Board  of  Health  dated  6th  July,  1853,  on  a 
Preliminary  Inquiry  into  the  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Parish  of 
Arnold  as  a result  of  a petition  presented  by  the  inhabitants  of  the 
parish  with  a view  to  the  adoption  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  the 
following  extracts  may  be  of  interest  bearing  in  mind  that  although 
the  report  deals  with  conditions  appertaining  100  years  ago,  it  is 
within  my  knowledge  that  certain  conditions  existed  as  recently  as 
25  years  ago. 

“Conclusions  and  Recommendations  of  the  Report  : 
v.  That  the  drainage  of  Arnold,  the  pavements,  the  state  of  the 
roads,  and  the  condition  and  position  of  the  privies  and  the 
large  and  frequent  accumulations  of  both  solid  and  liquid  refuse 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  houses,  are  sufficient  to  account  for  the 
excessive  disease  and  mortality  existing, 
vii.  That  the  chief  works  required  are — a proper  water  supply  to 
every  house,  efficient  drainage  for  the  removal  of  all  hlfth 
capable  of  being  removed  in  water  ; improvements  in  the  super- 
ficial condition  of  highways  and  courts,  and  systematic  cleansing 
of  the  whole  of  the  surface  of  the  inhabited  parts  of  the  parish.” 

At  that  time  deaths  from  all  causes  including  a very  high  percen- 
tage of  deaths  from  zymotic  diseases  amounted  to  56%  under  20 
years  of  age  ; 10.1%  between  70  and  80,  and  4.6%  over  80  years  of 
age,  whilst  to-day  the  figures  are  6%  under  20  years,  31%  over  70 
years  and  17.5  over  80  years  with  deaths  from  Zymotic  diseases 
practically  non-existent. 

From  these  observations  it  will  be  seen  that  the  expectancy  of 
life  has  been  considerably  extended  through  the  improved  hygienic 
and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  population,  which  brings  me  to  my  final 
point  that  it  is  absolutely  essential  for  every  household  to  be  supplied 
with  a dust  bin  and  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  house  refuse  to 
be  systematically  carried  out  and  maintained  at  the  highest  possible 
level  of  efficiency. 
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The  dust  bin  and  the  dust  man  should  not  be  regarded  as  being 
of  no  importance,  they  are  a vital  part  of  a civilised  community,  along 
with  water  supplies  and  sewerage  they  form  a basic  standard 
without  which  medical  science  would  be  of  little  avail.

The  Annual  treatment  of  sewers  throughout  the  district  was 
carried  out  as  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries 
and  it  is  pleasing  to  record  that  the  percentage  of  “takes”  from  sewer 
manholes  baited  is  gradually  being  reduced  year  by  year.  I am  satisfied 
that  this  systematic  treatment  of  sewers  along  with  private  drains  of 
adjacent  properties  will  eventually  eliminate  a large  percentage  of 
surface  infestations  in  the  district.

HOUSING. 

The  shortage  of  houses  continues  in  spite  of  the  efforts  of  Local 
Authorities  to  make  good  the  leeway  of  the  war  years.  It  is  essential 
in  this  district  that  an  average  minimum  of  at  least  150  new  houses 
should  be  erected  each  year,  to  maintain  a waiting  period  of  4 years 
for  families  living  in  rooms  or  with  in-laws.  An  output  of  200  houses 
per  year  would  gradually  reduce  the  waiting  period  and  eliminate  the 
waiting  list  over  a number  of  years,  but  is  this  the  answer  ? The 
public  directly  concerned  in  this  matter  continue  to  show  patience  and 
understanding  at  the  same  time  they  are  not  concerned  with  theories, 
“dining  recesses”  and  similar  frills,  as  with  results,  and  I believe  that 
with  the  good  will  and  endeavour  of  all  concern  ed  the  present  building 
force  in  the  country  is  capable  of  increasing  the  annual  output  of 
completed  houses,  providing  all  “bottlenecks”  and  restrictive 
practices  are  removed.  It  is  not  the  wage  rates  and  cost  of  materials 
that  make  house  building  so  costly,  with  corresponding  high  rents, 
but  the  time  taken  in  construction  and  finishing  and  it  is  this  time 
factor  which  is  responsible  for  the  high  costs  and  slow  progress. 

Another  factor  contributing  to  the  housing  shortage  in  this 
country  is  the  colossal  number  of  good  family-sized  houses  occupied 
by  one  person,  usually  an  aged  person,  I have  no  definite  figure,  as  yet, 
in  so  far  as  Arnold  is  concerned,  until  the  Registrar  General’s  final 
analysis  of  the  1951  Census  is  published,  but  I know  it  will  run  into 
hundreds  in  this  Urban  District. 
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If  some  scheme  could  be  devised  whereby  1-bedroom  flats  could 
be  built  for  say  £900,  the  family  house  purchased  by  the  Council  for 
say  £500  and  modernised  (bathroom,  etc.)  for  £200  making  £700  in  all, 
giving  two  housing  units  at  a total  cost  of  £1,600,  which  is  roughly 
the  cost  of  building  (land  and  sewers)  of  1 house  at  the  present  time, 
it  would  not  only  halve  the  housing  costs  and  wipe  out  the  waiting 
lists  but  at  the  same  time  would  prevent  many  houses  from  decaying 
into  slum  property  with  consequent  building  of  more  new  houses. 

It  is  a remarkable  fact  that  in  spite  of  the  number  of  families 
without  homes  of  their  own,  the  average  number  of  persons  per  house 
in  this  district  is  only  3,  whereas  30  years  ago  it  was  5 persons  per 
house  and  unless  the  maximum  use  is  made  of  existing  houses,  we  shall 
arrive  at  the  state  when  there  are  as  many  houses  as  individual  persons.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  Table  that  a steady  improvement 
has  been  obtained  over  the  past  three  years  in  the  standard  of  this 
article  of  food  and  it  is  pleasing  to  record  that  the  14  samples  taken 
from  manufacturers  in  the  district  all  passed  as  Grade  1. 

The  samples  are  examined  at  the  Laboratory  for  bacterial  clean- 
liness by  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  and  the  4 prescribed  Grades  are  the 
recognised  standard  of  re-action  to  the  Test.

This  order  made  by  the  Minister  of  Food  came  into  operation  on 
the  1st  November,  1952,  whereby  from  that  date  all  milk  sold  by  retail 
within  the  specified  areas  (of  which  your  Urban  District  forms  part) 
must  be  specially  designated  milk,  that  is,  pasteurised  milk,  sterilised 
milk,  tuberculin  tested  milk  or  (until  September  30th,  1954)  accredited 
milk  from  a single  herd.

Remarks — Accredited  Sample. — The  sample  which  failed  was 
milk  produced  outside  the  district,  but  bottled  within  the  Urban 
District. 

In  view  of  the  unsatisfactory  working  arrangements  involved  the 
retailer  agreed  to  discontinue  the  bulk  supply  and  obtain  all  his  future 
supplies  direct  in  bottles. 

Ungraded  Sample.— This  sample  of  milk  was  produced  and 
bottled  outside  the  district.  The  matter  was  referred  to  the  Area  Milk 
Production  Officer  and  two  subsequent  samples  proved  satisfactory. 

Milk  sampling  by  your  Health  Department  is  continuously  carried 
out  throughout  the  year,  and  I am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Milk  supplies 
in  this  district  are  of  a good  standard  at  the  present  time,  when  one 
remembers  the  complaints  at  one  time  received  of  sour  milk  and  sedi- 
ment found  in  the  bottom  of  milk  containers,  etc.

Food  Inspection. 

This  section  of  our  work  is  receiving  constant  attention.  A total 
of  541  visits  and  inspections  were  made  during  the  year.  No  serious 
infringements  were  observed  and  no  court  proceedings  for  the  sale 
of  unsound  food  were  instituted.  Speaking  generally  the  food  trade 
in  the  district  is  well  conducted.
